Annexation Justice 
Requires Referral and 
Repeal of Act 298 of 71 


A state-wide petition is being 


circulated to refer to a popular 
vote Act 298 of 1971, and since 
your editor will shortly begin 
circulating copies of the petition 
in Southwest Arkansas this is a 
good time to tell what it's all 
about. 


Act 298 of 1971 ought to be put 


on the next general election 
ballot and defeated. It deals with 
the problem of how to manage 
city annexation plans with 
justice to both sides-the city 
annexers, and the rural areas 
that the city proposes to annex. 


Up to 1969 annexation was run 


in a high-handed way. There was 
a single counting of votes, simply 
the combined total of the big city 
and the small rural area ad- 
jacent to it. In boxing it would be 
like a mismatch between a 
heavyweight and a bantam. 


The city would have won in 


every instance but for the fact 
that frequently the city divided 
on the issue, some city-dwellers 
contending that the urban 
government already had more 
obligations than it had money 
with which to meet them. The 
dissidents within the city 
therefore voted with their 
suburban neighbors and blocked 
annexation. 


But it was an unjust system, 


and many times rural areas 
were brought under city rule 
against their will. 


In 
1969 the 
legislature 


remedied this wrong by passing 
Act 65, which provided that an 
annexation plan had to command 
a majority in both the city and 
the rural area, the votes being 
tabulated 
separately. City 


politicians called Act 65 "The 
City-Killer Bill." 


In the 1971 General Assembly 


the city politicians repealed Act 
65 by passing Act 298, putting 
things back the way they were in 
the old days—lumping an an- 
nexation election in a single 
ballot-count—the small rural 
area being obviously over- 
whelmed by the big city vote. 


The average citizen's idea of 


annexation is a contract that 
both parties should agree on. The 
rural resident has as much right 
to say whether or not he wants to 
live in the country as a city man 
does about his residence in town. 
This right was guaranteed by Act 
65—but would be destroyed if Act

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Peti- 


tions asking that the state's new 
annexation law be referred to 
the 1972 general election were 
filed Monday with the secretary 
of state's office. 


The petitions were filed by 


former state Rep. John I. 
Purtle, who is attorney for the 
Committee to Preserve Act 65. 
About 500 names were on the 
petitions filed Monday. Purtle 
said petitions would be filed 
several times a week until the 
required 37,000 names are se- 
cured. 


The committee has until July 


18 to submit the required signa- 
tures to refer the issue to the 
electorate. 


Purtle is author of Act 65, 
^ 


which requires the approval of Democr"atic program to bolster 
voters of both a city and an 
area to be annexed before the 
area can be taken into a city's 
limits. Under a law passed by 
this year's General Assembly, 
the votes in the proposed an- 
nexation area are combined 
and a simple majority deter- 
mines the issue.

Goldwater disclosed his 1964 


proposal in an interview Mon- 
day after the New York Times 
published a report indicating

agreed Sept. 7, 1964 — during 
the campaign — that it prob- 
ably would be necessary to 
bomb North Vietnam early in 
1965. 
Among considerations in that 


timing, the study said, was that 
"the President was in the midst 
of an election campaign in 
which he was presenting him- 
self as the candidate of reason 
and restraint as opposed to the 
quixotic Barry Goldwater." 


Goldwater said he knew even 


*•«*•—» his formal campaign be- 
gan that North Vietnam would 
be bombed eventually and at 
least 500,000 American troops 
would have to be sent to South 
Vietnam. 


Goldwater, who left his Ari- 


zona Senate seat to run for the 
White House and was elected to 
the Senate again in 1968, said 
his knowledge of the outlook in 
South Vietnam came not from 
the Johnson administration, but 
from his own contacts. 


"I knew that there were 


plans being made for expansion 
of the war ... ," he said. "By 
putting two and two together, 
we came up with pretty much 
of a scenario of what Johnson 
was going to to. 


"I could have opened my 


mouth. I was being pictured as 
bomb-happy. I was on the short 
end and I knew it. But to talk 


about it, I would have had to 
use secret information ... And, 
frankly, who would have be- 
lieved me? So I kept my mouth 
shut ... " 


Goldwater said he does not 


regret his decision. He said his 
election showing would have 
been better—although the out- 
come would not have been 
changed—had he disclosed in 
the campaign what he knew to 
be the likely course of the ad- 
ministration.

Fires Raging 
in Riot-Torn 
Albuquerque

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 


— A rash of fires, many of 
which city officials said were 
touched 
off 
by fire bombs, 


burned in widely scattered 
areas of Albuquerque early to- 
day after violence flared anew 
between authorities and crowds 
of young people. 


Two days of disorders in this 


desert city of 300,000 left 15 
persons wounded by gunfire, 
more than 250 persons arrested, 
police equipment destroyed and 
businesses looted and burned. 
Fire damage was unofficially 
estimated at almost $3 million. 


The disturbances were touch- 


ed off Sunday when police at- 
tempted to arrest some young 
people in crowded Roosevelt 
Park for public drinking. 


At the height of the renewed 


violence Monday afternoon po- 
lice, state troopers and Nation- 
al Guardsmen routed a cursing, 
missile-hurling crowd from the 
park. 


Young people massed in the 


park hurled gasoline bombs 
and other missiles at the police 
and guardsmen, who responded 
with tear gas and a charge that 
sent most of the crowd in re- 
treat. Police made 100 arrests. 


The confrontation came at 


Chicane Hill in the park. Chi- 
cano is the name given to Mex- 
ican-Americans.

guardsmen, were injured dur- 
ing the clash at the park and a

In the past four years over 


153,000 yards of gravel have been 
put on 1800 to 2,000 miles of 
county roads.

In 1968 fifteen miles 
of road was lost to flooding plus 
21 bridges and have since been 
rebuilt. During this four years

The telegram arrived about 


an hour after Robert C. Mar- 
dian, assistant attorney general 
in charge of the internal secur- 
ity division, conveyed the de- 


dent of the Times. 


Mardian said that if the 


Times did not accede "the gov- 
ernment would seek to enforce 
all applicable statutes, in- 
cluding seeking an injunction to 
stop further publication," a 
Justice Department spokesman 
said. 


The secret documents are 


part of a three-year-old, 40-vol- 
ume study of how the United 
States became involved in the 
Indochina war. The third in- 
stallment of the series ap- 
peared in today's editions of 
the Times. 


Replying to Mitchell, the 


Times said in a statement that 
it "must respectfully decline 
the request of the attorney gen- 
eral, believing that it is in the 
interest of the people of this 
country to be informed of the 
material contained in this 
series of articles." 


Regarding a possible in- 


junction, the statement said, 
"We believe that is properly a 
matter for the courts to decide. 
The Times will oppose any re- 
quest for an injunction for the 
same reason that led us to pub- 
lish the articles in the first 
place. 


"We will of course abide by 


the final decision of the court." 


Earlier Monday Defense Sec- 


retary Melvin R. Laird told a 
Senate committee that the pub- 
lication of the documents "viol- 
ates the security regulations of 
the United States." 


The telegram from Mitchell, 


addressed to Arthur Ochs Sul- 
zberger, president and publish- 
er of the Times, said: 


"I have been advised by the 


secretary of defense that the 
material published in the New 
York Times on June 13, 14, 
1971, captioned 'Key Texts from 
Pentagon's Vietnam Sutyd' con- 
tains information relating to 
the national defense of the 
United States and bears a top 
secret classification. 


"As such, publication of this 


information is directly prohibit- 
ed by the provisions of the Es- 
pionage Law, Title 18, United 
States Code, Section 793," the 
telegram said and concluded 
with a request that the Times 
return the documents.

between Emprise and Irwin S. 
Wiedrick, 
described 
in 
the 


amendment as a convicted felon. 


The commission's original or- 


der set out the alleged failure of 
Southland to supply, in an appli- 
cation for racing dates, certain 
business and financial data re- 
quired under commission rules. 


C. B. Nance Jr. of West Mem- 


phis, attorney for Southland, 
argued in the hearing that the 
information either was already 
on file in commission records or 
was data unavailable to South- 
land. 


Emprise, in line with the com- 


mission's order, submitted cop- 
ies of court actions in which it 
currently is involved or in which 
it was involved when the com- 
mission's order was issued.

In JACOBY MODERN we 


do open four-card m a j o r 
suits when we have no sensi- 
ble minor-suit call or when 
our hand is unsuitable for 
no-trump, With most of these 
hands we stop at two if part- 
ner raises us to that Jevel. 


With today's hand we prob- 


ably would jump right to 
four after the single raise. 
We have 19 high-card points 
—too many for a one no- 
trump opening. 


It is well that we steered 


clear of no-trump. The best 
a no-trump declarer can do 
is to bring in eight tricks. 
A four-heart declarer will 
make game if he makes sure 
of ruffing at least one spade 
in dummy. 


There are all sorts of ways 


for East and West to defend. 
Against all of them South 
will bring home the bacon if 
he refuses to play trumps 
until after he is able to ruff 
at l e a s t one spade in 
dummy.

Tech School 
Funds Voted 
for McGehee 
LJTTl.E ROCK (AP) - The 


state Board of Education voted 
Monday to spend $200,000 in 
state funds for the construc- 
tion of a vocational-technical 
school .at McGehee. 


The board unanimously ap- 


proved the appropriation for the 
school. Gov. Dale Bumpers had 
promised 
McGehee residents 


that a vo-tech school would be 
built there and the board had 
previously given it high priority. 


The 'VlcGehee school will be 


the 14th such institution in the 
state. 


A proposal to build a vo-tech 


school in Pulaski County was 
tabled Monday. The board dis- 
cussed the proposa] and was on 
the ve.rge of killing the plan 
when lx>ard member Jack E. 
Meado\vs of Crossett suggested 
that a decision on the measure 
be postponed. 


The proposal to build the 


school i n Pulaski County had no 
vocal si ipporters on the board 


Projections of benefits that 


could develop if the bill be- 
comes law were made avail- 
able in the wake of public at- 
tention given payroll-tax hikes 
written into the legislation on 
which the House may vote next 
week. 


The maximum payment by 


an employe, watched by his 
employer, is $405.60 this year. 
The maximum, under the bill, 
will go to at least $754.80 in 
1977, an 86-per-cent increase. 


But Social Security mathema- 


ticians, using the man in the 
middle, developed figures show- 
ing a highly favorable benefit- 
to-contribution ratio. 


The 
legislation 
introduces 


new variables into Social Secur- 
ity by linking future contribu- 
tions and benefits to the cost of 
living and wage levels, so the 
calculations are based on esti- 
mates of what may happen in 
the next 30 years. 


Here's an example: 
Mr. A, a median earner, and 


his wife are 36 and will retire 
at 65 in January 2000. A will 
live to be 78 and Mrs. A will 
live three years after her hus- 
band's death. 


At the time of retirement, the 


couple's monthly benefit, under 
terms of the pending bill and 
Social Security's economic as- 
sumptions, would be $1,042.50. 
Under present law, they would 
receive only $414.90.
